Steaming slow 
ly, the gunboat poured a terrible fire 
from her Gatlicg guns into tbe brush. 
[Tor all of an bour tbe whirring of the 
rapid-fire guas alternated with the 
booming of the heavier pieces oa board. 


In the meanwhile, Scott's battery, 


ashore, was shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy hack. The artillery 
then advanced to the ridga of bamboo 
aod drove a few of the enemy's sharp- 
shooters away with volleys from their 
carbines.

Scjtt's ba'- 
tttry, supported by two compmies of tbe 
20th regiment, advance 1 on Guadalupe 
by the roud along the nvfr bank, the 
remainder of the 20th regiment aud 22d 
rfgiment following, with the reserve of 
tue Oregon volunteers. 


At 11.HO a. m. the column fame in

turalists as the peccary aad to Mexi- 
can herders as the "Javelin*." so call- 
ed because the spites upon his back 


sur. j are like spears or javelins. The ani- 


mal kingdom does not hold a more 
cunning, malicious, stealthy and pa- 
ti«-i.tly ferocious 
brutfe. He la not 


pretty, but iib; appearance U as good 
as his disposition. He hits uo morals, 
no Jove of home or family, no grati- 
tude, no self-respect, no liking even 
for his own kind. He will «tat any- 
thing he can swallow and steal any- 
thing he can eat. Next to inflicting 
useless and causeless injury, he would 
rather fight, and. strong In numbers, 
he will fight anything from a 2-year- 
old Mexican bay loct in the chaparral 
to a puma that has gone a week with- 
out food. Like any other corsair, 
however, his name is linked with one 
virtue and a thousand crimes: He 
will kill rattlesnakes. He is fond of 
their flesh. Certainly no desire for the 
betterment of the "world leads him to 
slay them. He ia not i» peril in his 
combats with the deadliest monster 
of the west The poisoned fangs are 
sent deep into his body, but he goes 
away and eats of an herb that no man 
has been wise enough to find and re- 
turns to dine upon his late foeman. 
If everything has its use in the grand 
scheme of creation, the use of the 
javelina is to kill rattlesnakes. He 
is not good for anything else. His 
meat is not edible to anyone save a 
starving man. His hide is valueless. 


Like other wild animals, the jave- 


lina has been beaten bkck by the ad- 
vancing waves of civilisation. Twen- 
ty years ago herds of 150 to 200 were 
not uncommon In southwestern Texas. 
To-day the largest band does not num- 
ber more than Pfty. He will not 
stand close contact with the works of 
man. Ha detests the wire fence and 
will break it down when he finds it 
He has a peculiar enmity to the do- 
mesticated dog. Woe 
betide th'e 


ranch hound that meets him and his 
comrades In guilt. The javellna slays 
him forthwith and then of course eats 
him. 
He will root up anything which 


he finds planted. Being an 
omni- 


vorous feeder, he will destroy newly 
dropped calves and lambs. He is, a 
terror to children who live in lonely 
localities. Ten of him will not hesi- 
tate to attack a man. Providence has 
been unkind to him in that It has not 
gifted him with power to climb a tree. 
But for this defect there would be no 
escaping him. The javelina is quick 
to anger. Indeed, he is in a state of 
chronic irritation. 


He objects on principle to things 


as they are. He is against the 
government. He is a four-legged an- 
archist, hating water and order and 
restraint. His home is any cave in a 
mountain side or *hole in a river bank 
that he discovers. If it be a large 
cave, he is content If a hole in the 
river bank be too small, he will enlarge 
it with a good deal of art. He digs 
out separate chambers and connects 
them with galleries and halls. The 
whole is not unlike the underground 
dwellings of the termites, but much 
larger.

Ho*ever that may be, St. Jago. as the 
Spanish call it. is far older than any 
city in North America. 


The pecuh&r narrow streets and the 


facades of the houses remind one of 
some of the old towns iu Italy; but 
then* the restiublant* tea^f-s, for thd 
houses of Santiago art nearly all built 
around a court, or patio, as they art- ia 
must Spanish towns. With their bi«a 
barred windows and glaring plastered 
walls, on the outside they look more 
like prisons than like the American 
idea of dwelling houses. But go inside 
the patio and everything is different 
There are palms and shrubs and flow- 
ers, and in some of the richer houses 
even fountains.'Meals are often-served 
in the patio in pleasant weather. 


In Santiago as well- as in other Cu- 


ban cities, tbe proprietors of most of 
the shops and warehouses live in the 
same building in which their business 
is conducted. The shops open about 
nine o'clock in tha morning and re- 
main open till about noon, when they 
close up. and everybody goes to tb« 
midday meal. 
After that everybody 


takes a nap in the heat of the day. 
The shops open up again about two 
o'clock in the afternoon and remain 
open till half-past five or six. Go to 
an office in Santiago at half-past eight 
in the morning and nobody will be up, 
go again at half-past twelve and every- 
body will be eating, go again at half- 
past one and everybody will be asleep. 


In the evening the people sit around 


and take life easy, and 
smoke, of 


course, for In 
Santiago 


smokes, men, women and 
children. 


Even the waiters in the hotels and 
cafes pull out a cigarette and smoke 
between the courses. The porters and 
cabmen smoke at all times and sea- 
sons. The stevedores oa the wharves 
smoke at their work, and even the 
clerks in the dry goods stores roll a 
cigarette and take a puff between two

customers. The senorlta blows a cloud 
of smoke from under the lace of her 
fascinating, mysterious mantilla, white 
negresses walk along the streets puf- 
fing away at huge cigars. Children of 
eight-and ten may often be seen with 
3igarettes in their mouths, and it is 
no uncommon sight to see men and 
women smoking in church. 


The country houses around Santiago 


are infestPd with mice and lizards. 
The latter are very alert and active 
ind quite unlike the sluggish lizards 
seen in northern climates. There is a 
juriouB kind of mouser whose presence 
is rather encouraged about Cuban 
country houses. 
These mousers are 


not cats, as one might suppose, but 
latge black snakes. As they are quite 
harmless, nobody thinks of being 
afraid of them, and they come and go 
is they please, unmolested. 


All the young bloods in Santiago 


wear white duck suits and straw hats, 
ind they may be seen lounging around 
the city and the Club de San Carlos, 
looking cool 
and 
comfortable, and 


smoking, of course, for that goes with- 
3ut saying in Santiago. At the Club 
ie San Carlos, which is the Union 
League of Santiago, the Spanish oiR- 
:ers from Morro Castle and the glided 
youths of the city make their idling 
headquarters. It is a pleasant place in 
which to loaf, drink w'lng beverages, 
smoke and gossip. The club house is 
only one story high, like most of the 
buildings in tbe city, and in front is a 
little garden with a fountain and flow- 
;rs. 


Opposite the Club de San Carlos is 


:he Cafe Venus, where, an enthusiastic 
raveller declares, as good a meal can 
je had as at Delmonico's.

Manila. March 33.—General Wheaton 


attacked and captured the city of Paalg. 
east of Manila, this afternoon. Tlu- en- 
emy made a stand for an hour, but at the 
end of that time were forced to retreat. 
The loss of the Filipinos was 30 killed 
and 1C prisoners. Of the t'nlted Statrs 
forces eight \\ere Bounded. 


At daylight today. Brigadier General 


Lloyd \Vheaton's divisional brigade, con- 
plating oC the Twentieth I'nited States 
Infantry, the Twcnty-secbnd infantry, 
eight companies ot the Washington vol- 
unteers, seven companies of the Oregon 
volunteers, three troops of the Fourth 
United States cavalry and mounted bat- 
tery of the Sixth artillery, wan drawn up 
on a ridge behind San Pedro Macati, a 
mile south of the town. 


The advance was sounded at 6.30 a. in., 


the cavalry leading the column at a 
•mart trot, across the open to the right, 
eventually reaching a clump command- 
ing- the rear of G uadalupe. Supported by 
the Qregona, the advance force opened 
a heavy fire on the rebels. The response 
was feeble and desultory, apparently 
coming from handsful of men in every 
covert. 


While the right column was swinging 


towards the town ot Pasig, the loft ad- 
vanced, pouring volleys into the bush. 
A small body of rebels made a detet - 
mined stand at Guadalupe church, but 
the enemy was unable to withstand the 
assault. 


At 7.30 a. m, a river gunboat started 


towards Pasig. The rebels were first en- 
countered by this vessel in the jungle 
near Guadalupe. Steaming slowly, th*> 
gunboat poured a terrific fire from her 
Catling guns into the brush. Forall of 
an hour the whirring of tha rap'id-flre 
guns alternated -with the booming of the 
heavier pieces on board. 


In the meanwhile, Scotts* batter^. 


ashore, was shelling the trenches and 
driving the enemy back. The artillery 
then advanced to the ridge of bamboo 
and drove 'a few of the enemy's sharp- 
Shooters away with volleys from then- 
carbines. The artillery then advanced 
and met Tvith little opposition. 


In the meantime the infantry had been 


Hent forward in extended rear/the Wash- 
ington regiment resting on the bank o£ 
the river, each regiment deploying on 
reaching its station and furnishing its 
own supports. 


The entire column then wheeled to- 


wards the river, driving the enemy to- 
wards his supports, and .then advanced 
on Guadalupe. The artillery moved to 
a ridge commanding Pasig and Parteros. 


By this time the enemy was in full 


flight along a line over a mile-long, and 
the firing was discontinued temporarily, 
' in order to give the troops a rest before 
making tbe attack on Pasig. 


The enemy's los was believed to be se- 


vere, taut only eight Americans woie 
wounded. 


At this stage of the engagement it was 


raining heavily.

Coutlnu* to Win V ctorics Ovrr the

Tacoma, "Wash., March 13 —Tha steam- 


er Victoria brings news from Nankin 
that 12,000 Chinese rebels have crossed 
the Annui borders into Honan.there join- 
Ing the rebels, their combined forces 
numbering over 20,000." Thus combined, 
they marched against and captured 
Shouehun, and the second city of the 
Annui province, badly defeating- Gen- 
eral Kuo and the imperial forces They 
secured large quantities of arms, and 
have sent out a body of rftiders into Ho- 
nan to secure ammunition. 


The telegraph lines in North Annui 


have been cut, and the imperial troops 
are gradually being hemmed in. The 
latter have re-occupied, but not cap- 
tured Kuyang. Five hundred rebels and 
many soldiers were killed in the battle 
in North Kiangsu between the rebels 
and the combined forces of Generals 
Kuo, 
Wu and Ijlu.

Yarmouth, N. 8., March 13.—Chief Offi- 


cer McAftrey and Purser Stewart of 
the Allan Hue steamer Caatilian, have 
arrived here by team, having landed at 
Little River in a boat. Officer McAffrey 
reported that during the night the 
weather was ha2y, and they proceeded 
slowly and cautiously, carefully looking 
out for buoys or otrifcr signs of land. Sud- 
denly brfaKers were seen, and at once 
the steamer struck forward quite gently, 
the shock not being sufficient to awaken 
the passengers. It was \40 Sunday morn- 
ing when the Castilian struck. There was 
no confusion, and all oidsisweie obeyed 
with Coolness and promptness. The en- 
held fast? swinging axound till Gannet 
gines were reversed, but the steamer 
rock itself loomed up astern. It was just 
about low tide when she went on, and 
when it was found the engines would 
not take her off, it was decided to wait 
tor daylight and send ashore for assist- 
ance. 


The sea was campletely smooth. The 


carpenter reported \\atei in the two for- 
v ard compartments, and the boats were 
all gotten ready, taut there seemed no 
immediate danger. About 5 o'clock Chief 
Officer McAfErey and Purser Stewart 
were dispatched to convey the news to 
land. At Tusel Wedge they communi- 
cated w ith the local agents of the Allan 
line, and had tugs sent to the scene as 
quickly as possible. 


In the course of an interview a saloon 


passenger of the steamer Castilian said: 
"I was asleep when the steamer struck, 
and the shock aw akened me. 1 thought 
a heavy wave had struck, till Captain J. 
J. Riley, an old and experienced seafarer, 
formerly on the Allan line, came tq my 
room and said quietly, 'We are on a rock,1 


"I asked him if there was any danger, 


and he said 'Not at present; the passen- 
gers are not being aroused.' He said hu 
would let me know if there \\as any 
necessity for getting out. ,Soon alter, the 
steward came quietly into the i oom and 
said: 'You had better get up, sir, and 
pack your clothes, in case there should 
be any necessity for leaving the ship.' 


"In this way every care was taken as 


to the saf&ty of the passengers and at 
the same time all alarm was allajed. 
Refreshments were served, and later in 
the diay we had luncheon A beat had 
been sent at daylight to the laiid for as- 
sistance, but nothing \\as heard from 
them until the middle of the afternoon, 
when the tugs arrived. The grinding 
noise caused some anxiety, and the shaft 
of the peering gear running through the 
saloon and music room was bent, crack- 
ing off the wooden casing. Later the deck 
in the dining saloon was thrown up. Thi? 
was supposed to have been caused by 
the swelling of the grain, in the forward 
hold. 
These things were all a little 


aun-ming, 'but the coolness and discipline 
In every department among officers and 
crew, ably as&isrted by Captain Riley. al- 
layed fear. 


There was never anything approach- 


ing panic. In th» afternoon the boaits 
were launched on one side and brought 
around to the other side, and th<> passen- 
gers \\ere all told off to the boats thej, 
were to go in. Then the welcome sound 
of the recoiling steamer whistles -\\a? 
hoard, amid we broke Into hearty cheers. 
During the forenoon I»rd Archibak; 
Douglas, a reverend gentleman who ha< 
b<v>n out in the northwest of Canada a? 
a missionary, held a religious service on 
dwU."

Sir—I respeotfully ask your attention 


to the facts contained in this letter, and 
that it may bf- officially filed as part"of i 
my reroid in the United States navy. | 


When the late war was threatening, 1 


was placed in command of the North 
Atlantic fleet, and after the declaration 
of war, was apj>ointed by the president 
a rear admiral, aad confirmed in my 
command. 


This duty and responsibility came to 


me entirely unsought, nor had I any 
special wish for it, though recognizing 
the ureat honor then conferred upon me. 


My sole aim was to achieve success, to 


blockade Cuba, destroy Cervera's fleet, 
and to maintain an efficient war fleet. 


It is not necessary to dwell upon the 


incidents of the war, which are now well 
known. Based upon these incidents, cer- 
tain officers, distinguished for faithful 
service, were named by me in the exer- 
cise of my natural duty as commander- 
in-chief, for promotion or such other 
reward as you, sir, might deem advis- 
able. 


Those names you have been pleased to 


nominate to the United States senate for 
promotion, and you have done me tL - 
honor to add my name to that list of 
officers. 


It now appears that the Senate, though 


well disposed to most of the names jn 
that list, has, for reasons not necessary 
to be here discussed, objected to my pro- 
motion, and has similarly failed to con- 
firm the Ueserving officers, about whose 
merits there has been no doubt or dis- 
cussion. 


Hitherto, Mr. President, undisturbed 


by any eager desire for advancement, 
or any other form of reward for doing my 
duty, I have not specially concerned my- 
self with matters outside of that duty. 
I havf felt that I have done my duty in 
the conduct of the West Indian na\al 
campaign to the utmost extent of my 
ability, as thoroughly as I was able, and 
if no reward should come, I could be sat' 
isfied. with the consciousness of having 
done my best. I did not, however, antici- 
pate that dissatisfaction with any net or 
acts of mine would cause the senate to 
withhold from other officers a promotion 
which they have well desei vod.and-which 
has been promptly granted in similar 
circumstances to others. Therefore, I re- 
spectfully suggest, Mr. President, th. t 
your appointment of these officers about 
whom there is no discussion, should at 
once be renewed, in order that they may 
thus secui e their promotions under thp 
personnel bill, to which they are entitled 
and without creating confusion.

way up and among the Ramapo Moun- 
tains, even at this day, and it was al- 
most an impossibility in the slavery 
days. As a result, when a negro once 
succeeded in hiding there he was as 
safe from recapture as if he had gone 
to Canada, although he might be with- 
in sight and sound of his master's 
home. Scores of runaways in time 
peopled the inaccessible hills, and in 
the spots where they threw up their 
first sheltering huts of bark or fallen 
irees or found refuge in caves their 
descendants dwell to-day. 


The woods had their Indian dwell- 


;rs already and the two races mingled. 
These are the strange people who are 
teen now and then in the little villages 
ilong the Brie Railway'in Rockland 
ind the adjoining towns of Bergen 
ind Orange counties, and whose homes 
ire far back in the hills. A charac- 
teristic of these people is that the 
names of the old Dutch families in 
which the original blacks were slaves 
have been retained by them, genera- 
cion after generation. The most nu- 
merous family of the race goes by the 
name of De Groat, but there are De 
Freeses, Van Hoevens and many oth- 
»r Des and Vans. 


In the summer time you might 


:limb and clamber and stumble up the 
steep sides aad over the rocky sum- 
mits of the Ramapo Mountains all day 
•ind not see a solitary sign of a habita- 
tion, although there would be many on 
ill sides of you. They are so deftly 
tucked in among the rocks and hidden 
by the trees and foliage that only one 
icquainted with the ways of the mdan- 
.aineers could find them. In the fall, 
vhen the trees are bare, the huts stand 
revealed to any one who may pass that 
way, and such are few, for although 
.here is no better ruffed grouse shoot- 
ng any where'than in these mountain 
Tastnesses, the weary climbing neces- 
sary to get to the haunts of the'se 
airds is more than the average sports- 
man cares to undergo. 
There is no 


jround that 
might grow 
anything 


ibout any of these huts; not a chicken 
aor a fowl of any kind; not even a 
3ig. But there are dogs without limit— 
utihgrel, wolfish-looking dogs, such as 
might hang about Indian camps, and 
ilways from one to half a dozen half- 
aaked, aerie, elfish-looking children, 
who, at sight or sound of stranger, 
scamper to cover in the hut, in the 
orush or among the rocks, disappear- 
,ng as completely as a startled brood 
if young quail. 


How do these people subsist? They 


ire the best hunters and fishermen in 
.he land, and game and trout are 
ibundant all about them. They hunt 
ind snare grouse and rabbits and 
:atch trout for the market during the 
season. The women and children pick 
berries. For the products of the for- 
;st, streams and berry patches these 
people obtain store goods at the vil- 
lages, both the luxuries and the neces- 
jarles—the latter being chiefly whis- 
key and tobacco; the 
former flour, 


meal and cheap dress goods. For their 
awn home providing the 'possum and 
the 'coon are plentiful at their very 
doors and the chicken coops of the 
outlying farms and villages are not 
antirely Inaccessible. Now and then a 
De Groat or Van sonubody or other 
will hire out to do work oy the day, 
but ht is looked upon by hia fellow 
mountaineers as a degenerate. Some 
of the female children grow to be ex- 
tremely handsome and shapely young 
women, but if It rare that there are 
any marriages among these p«oal« 
outJitde of their own race.

aud animals'' 


Some of them, hastened in their ex- 


if-, by \illaiuous saltpetre, go intc 
cooking pots or yield up their blood- 
dabbled feathers fur woman's adorn- 
ment. But how about those who die a 
natural death? 


It is the rarest thing to find th< 


bodies of wild animals, except such as 
have plainly died In conflict or by ac- 
cident At salt-licks the 
ground is 


often covered with the bones of ani- 
mals who have been killed in figbtf 
with each other. 


In tropical countries the bodies oi 


dead animals rapidly decay and their 
smaller bones are devourt-d by greedy 
beasts of the pig and hyena type. But 
tbe same scarcity of animal remains 
is noted in the Arctic regions, wbert 
decay is almost unknown. Here big 
beasts like the Siberian mammoth 
have been "cold-storaged" for many 
centuries, and actually eaten at the 
last- 


But each succeeding spring does, as 


might be expected, disclose tbe skele- 
tons of birds or animals who have died 
during the year and been buried by 
the snow. Yet birds swarm by the 
millions in summer on the Arctic tun- 
dra, and seals, reindeer, foxes, wal- 
ruses and othei land and water ani- 
mals are there. 
Nordenskjold notes 


this strange absence of "self-dead" po- 
lar animals. Not one did he see, 
though there were plenty of traces of 
man's wanton waste of life in crea- 
tures dead of gunshot wounds. "The 
polar bear and the reindeer," he 
writes, "are found in hundreds, the 
seal, walrus and white whale in thous- 
ands, and birds in millions. 
These 


birds must die a 'natural death* in un- 
told numb'ers. What becomes of their 
bodies?" 


It is strange that on Spitsbergen it 


Is easier to find the vertebra of a gi- 
gantic lizard of the Trias than the 
bones of a seal, walrus or bird which 
has met a natural death. 


It is probable that animals almost 


universally hide themselves 
when 


they feel the pangs of 
approaching 


death. Their chief foe is hunger, cou- 
pled with old age. Distemper kills 
foxes and wolves as well as domestic 
dogs and cats. Chills and heart dis- 
ease count animals as well as human 
victims. Old animals die of indiges- 
tion, especially when their teeth be- 
come too poor to permit of chewing 
their food. 


Tumors, diphtheria and consump- 


tion are frequent animal complaints, 
and anthrax, influenza, glanders and 
cholera claim their share. 
Rabies 


comes fti epidemics among wild ani- 
mals as well as tame ones. It was so 
common among foxes in 1830 to 1838 
In France and Switzerland that fax 
hunts were organized for the protec- 
tion of domestic animals.

AN ELABORATE SYSTEM OF DUMMIES 


REPRESENTS THE FOE. 


OF TERROR. 


Block Island, R. I., March 13.— Several 


acts of lawlessness have been committed 
on the north end of the island during the 
past few dsys, and the .residents are 
greatly alarmed. It was learned this 
morning that two patrolmen of the new 
life-saving station at Sandy Point were 
fired on from ambush by some one un- 
known. The men were on their beat at 
the time, and were obliged to leave their 
routed and return to the station. No 
one was injured by the shooting. Sev- 
eral depredations have been committed, 
and life has become so unbearable th'at 
two men at the station have tendered 
their resignations. The windows in an 
unoccupied house owned by Fred Little- 
field have been demolished by unknown 
persons. It is thought the acts of law- 
lessness are committed by people who 
desire the resignation of several mem- 
bers of the life-saving crew, so that 
others can obtain the, positions.

tions under all tbe conditions of real 
war.

who are riding through 
deadly fire. 


Artillery is burled headlong into coun- 
try that often is difficult for infantry. 
Men and horses go down and accidents 
are common events of the routine. 
Only occasionally are they made pub- 
lic, as, for instance, the great one of 
last year."when two bodies of heavy 
cavalry rode into eath other at full 
speed, killing and 
wounding many 


men. 


Great areas are "ressrved"—practi- 


cally seized—for the purposes of these 
evolutions. A circle of sentries is 
posted around the reserved territory, 
and the people who live in it are or- 
dered to leave their houses and to re- 
main outside of tbe lines until the 
practice Is ended. In artillery prac- 
tice, particularly, this clearing of the 
territory to be used is done with par- 
ticular care, for tbe artillery fire Is 
genuine, service shot and shell being 
used. 


A remarkable feature of German ar- 


tillery mock battles is the use of mov- 
able wooden figures to represent the 
enemy. They are exact copies of in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry, and are 
worked by an elaborate 
system of 


wires. 


An official German eye witness de- 


scribes an artillery attack as follows: 
' "The terrain has been cleared of all 
except the military. In long columns 
the guns crowd a ravine, the last cov- 
er before they go into action. Six 
great horses draw each gun. A mes- 
senger comes galloping from the front 
with the order to move. 'Mount! 
Trot!' command the officers. 
The 


long lines thunder up the ravine, offi- 
cers fresh from reconnoisance clatter 
down the lines and report to battery 
chiefs that there is no cover where the 
artillery must go into position and 
that swift movement of the guns Is 
necessary to bring them into action 
with the least possible loss of men, 
as the enemy's fire controls the place. 


"By this time the upper end. of the 


ravine is reached. 
'Battery, gallop— 


march!' and with furious speed the 
heavy cannon go into the open—into 
unknown, snow covered country lull 
of trenches and deep cuts. Perhaps 
this is the most exciting manoeuvre of 
the day.
